Will Lively Receives Fatal Wound

BOYS OF NEIGHBORHOOU 
HAD ROCKED NEGRO GANG 


But Deep Mystery Shrouds 
Shooting of Young Carpen- 
ter Whose Disposition Is 
Peaceful---“‘Somebody Shot 
Me; I Don’t Know Who It 
Was,”’ His Dying Statement. 


Will Lively, a young carpenter, 19 
years old, of 8 Royal street, was shot 
from ambush last night about 9:15 
o'clock, in the woods at the corner of 
Gallatin and McMillen streets. The bul- 
let entered the lower abdomen, pene- 
trating the intestines, and will prob- 
ably result fatally. 

A deep mystery clouds the entire af- 
fair, and there is no clew to the as- 
sailants of the young man. He was 
alone at the time, on his way home from 
church, and the shooting occurred in a 
very lonely part of the:fifth ward, so 
that there were no eyewitnesses. 

“Somebody shot me: I don't know 
who it was,” fs all that Lively has been 
able to say of the crime, which clears 
up the idea of suicide, at first advanced. 
He was in great pain, almost delirious, 
when he made that statement to the 
police. 

On Way From Church. 
attended church last night in 
company with a friend, Will Chafin. 
who lives on Anna street, not far froin 
the lively Home. They returned about 
9 o'clock, and it was a short time after 
Chafin had entered his house that Live 
ly was shot. 

Stumbling down the road ior over a 
hundred yards, falling twice on his 
way, he collapsed at the door of Willis 
Bryant, a negro, 36 Gallatin street, anu 
called for aid. The negro responded, 
and with the assistance of neighbors 
bore the boy home and summoned the 
Grady hospital ambulance. In a shvurt 
time he was on the operating table. 

During Sunday afternoon a large crowd 
of white boys gathered on the hill at 
the foot of Gallatin street, where the 
shooting occurred, and became involved 
in a dispute with a gang of negroes 
who frequent the same neighborhood. 
A rock battle ensued, but no one was

Speaks to 


Jammed House. 


Louis Bernhardt, Who Has 
Spent 22 Years in the Peni- 
tentiary, Suggests Convicts 
Be Allowed to Keep Part of 
Their Earnings. 


“The state of Georgia is daily robbing 
its convicts: I will go even farther and 
say that the state of Gef is not 
only robbing its convicts, ‘ 
ing helpless women and \ 
those who were dependent 
convicts.” 

This emphatic statement was made 
Sunday afternoon by WGouis Berniardt, 
the Georgia ex-convict, who has spent 
22 years of his life behind prison walls. 
He was speaking to one of the largest 
assemblages that the Grand has ever 
held, and, in his own words, he was 
making a plea “for the men and women 
of my own kind, who neeq and want a 
chance to be decent and square after 
they have served their time.” in speak- 
ing of the Georgia prisons, he knows 
whereof he speaks, for he has twice 
served sentences in them; but his state- 
ment that Georgia as a state is rob- 
bing her convicts was not made in bit- 
terness. 

“The state is robbing these men ana 
those dependent upon them, because. it 
withholds from them the remuneration 
for heavy labor,’’ the ex-convict con- 
tinued. “It costs the state between 
30 and 49 cents only to keep these pris. 
oners by the day, and all of them are 
doing work which at the least would 
cost $1 or more if hired. The differ- 
ence should surely go to those who 
were dependent upon the convict’s sup- 
port, for many women and -children 
suffer and are in actual need, while 
the’ prisoner is serving his sentence. 
If there are no dependents, the differ- 
ence in price should be reserved by 
the state for the convict until he has 
served his time. When he is released, 
the money should be given to him. 
Then he would not have to face an un- 
friendly world, without a nickel even 
in his pockets to keep away hunger 
and poverty.” 

Greeted by Applause.

Party of Six Prominent 
Savannahians Injured. 


John R. Peterson and Fred 
Oliveros Are Fatally Hurt. 
Mrs. Peterson and Two Chil- 
dren Escape Death as by a 
Miracle. 


Savannah, Ga., February 12.—(Special) 
A large touring car containing John E., 
Stephenson, superintendent of the Geor- 
gia Car and Lumber Company; Mrs. 
Stephenson and their two young chil- 
dren, Fred P. Oliveros and George Har- 
ris, plunged from the bridge over the 
Seaboard Air Line tracks, on the Ogee- 
chee road, several miles from the city, 
tonight, turning a somersault as it fell, 
and pinning two of the occupants be- 
neath it as it rested on the railroad 
right-of-way, 20 feet below the bridge. 

The woman and children and Harris, 
who were in the rear of the car, es- 
caped serious injury by being pitched 
into the soft embankment at the side 
of the tracks as the car turned in the 
air. 

Stephenson has a fractured collar 
bone and ribs, and is internally injured. 
Oliveros has his right thigh broken, his 
back injured and is also internally in- 
jured. Their injuries are grave. 

Stephenson’s internal injuries”. are 
probably the worst, as he was held un- 
der the car by the steering wheel, to 
which he held as the car plunged 
through the air. 

Stephenson was a beginner in auto- 
mobiling, and had driven but a few 
times. As he drove gnto the bridge he 
swung to one side to avoid an automo- 
bile which had stopped on one side of 
the bridge. As he did he met a car- 
riage and turned again to avoid it. In 
making this maneuver he ran his car 
into the rail of the bridge, and crash- 
ing through it ran his car. off into 
space. 

Other automobiles came up and as- 
sisted the occupants of the one which 
had been standing on the bridge in at- 
tending the injured people, ahd sum- 
moning physicians. 

Stephenson and Oliveros are in. the 
hospital, and are still alive. All the 
parties are well-known Savannahians.

In it his death was predicted, and it 
was Stated as both the parents thought 
it would’ be wrong-to have their son 
remain in the world to suffer the trou- 
bles they had experienced, Mrs. Keene 
bound. herself to “do away.” in the 
words of the-compact, with herself and 
their son, Gerald, as soon as possible 
after the death of the husband and 
father.

Washington, February 12.—(Special.) 
The opening gun of a general attack 
on Postmaster General Hitchcock and 
the “economy” program in the conduct 
of the postoffice department will be 
heard in the senate tomorrow when 
Senator La Follette calls up his rese- 
lution asking for specific information 
as to the conduct of the railway mail 
service. 

Inefficiency in the postal service was 
charged on the floor of the house wheg 
the postoffice appropriation bill was 
under consideration, and it was insisted 
that economy had been effected at the 
expense of good service. The attack 
has been taken up in the senate and 
lively developments are expected. 

Railway Mail service Demoralized. 

The railway mail service is demoral- 
and the men are said to be over- 
to such an extent that fre- 
quently mail is carried by stations; 
the rural free delivery service is not 
being extended, but imstead routes are 
being discontinued all over the coun- 
try; in cities carriers are being 
laid off and the mall deliveries are 
badly delayed. ATIl this is said to be 
incident to the craze for economy 
which the postmaster general has ac- 
guired and through which he is seek- 
ing to establish a reputation. 

An interesting fact in connection 
with Senator La Follette’s crusade, in 
which he is being joined by several! 
insurgent senators, including Senator 
Bristow. is that the latter, during his 
service as fourth assistant postmaster 
general, inaugurated the postal inves- 
tigation of eight years ago. 

Statistics .Asked For. 

Among the facts asked for in the 
senate resolution are the number of 
mail pouches and bags carried on the 
Washington-Atlanta branch of the 
| Southern railway during January, 1911. 

Other statistics are asked as to the 
number of railway mail clerks killed 
‘or injured in the discharge of their 
duty, fines against railroads for de- 
lays and for the operation of light 
wooden pastal cars instead of steel 
ears; and further, the opportunities for 
advancement in the postal service.

“I have endeavored to ascertain,” 
states Mr. Mitchell, “when Mr. Jobn- 
ston will reach the city. TY have learned 
indtrectly that he might not return 
until next Monday, which is the day 
on Which ecouncil meets, ang when we 
must make a report on the resolutions. 
If Mr. Johnston does not return with- 
in the next two or three days, I will 
confer with Councilman Dent, the vice 
chairman of the schools committee, and 
have a time set for the joint meeting. 
We are compelled to make a report 
to council next Monday and, however 
we earnestly desire to have Councilman 
Johnston present, we must hold the 
meeting in his absence if he does not 
return to the city by next Saturday.” 
The resolutions to be considered by 
the board of education and the schools 
committee were introduceg in council 
by Councilman Nutting and Alderman 
Warren. Councilman Nutting intro- 
duced two resolutions calling for the 
abolishing of the school departments 
of physical culture and drawing; Al- 
derman Warren supplemented these 
with a third resolution calling for the 
abolishing of the department of music. 
In order that the resolutions might go 
into effect the first of next September, 
there are provisions to withdraw from 
the public schools the appropriations 
made for physical culture, drawing and 
music. 

What Both Sides Claim. 
Those who are advocating the adop- 
tion of the resolutions claim that draw- 
ing, music and physica! culture -have 
been made to predominate too much 
in the public school system; that so 
much time is devoteg to these depart- 
ments the teachers are harassed and 
the children made to neglect more im- 
portant duties. It is pointed out that 
in the normal class the director of 
drawing is given more time with the 
teachers than is allotted to anything 
else pertaining to the instruction of the 
teachers. It is also clarmed that too 
much of the school hours is given to 
drawing, music and physical culture, 
and that more of this time shoulg be 
taken up with studies. 
On the other hand, those 
against the resolutions claim that fer 
the departments of physical culture, 
music and drawing to be abolished 
would be taking a step backwards that 
would injure the schoo) system to a 
great extent. They claim that drawing 
and music develop the child’s mind 
and instill refinement and higher ideals 
which are as helpful as are the rudi- 
ments of an English education. They 
further claim that physical culture 
produces a wonderful change among 
the children and that healthful exer- 
cise, properly taken, is beneficial to 
the brain as well as the muscles. 

The whole matter will come up be- 
fore council next Monday afternoon 
and whatever reports the boarg of ed- 
ucation and the schools committee 
might make there will probably be a 
very lively debate before fina! action 
is taken.

FOR SOUTH — 


If there is any truth in the old 
adage that where there is “niuch smoke 
there is some fire,” the south is due 
for a new alignment in the theatrical 
field next season. It may mean the 
addition of a vaudéviile circuit or the 
establishment of a chain of burlesque 
houses. 

The changes that will be made will 
come as the natural result of the ap- 
proaching end of theatrical warfare in 
the south. In those cities in which 
both Klaw & Erlanger and the Shu- 
berts have leased theaters; for ex- 
ample, in Atlanta, where the “syndi- 
cate’ has control of the Orpheum at 
present, and of the Hurt theater, when 
it is completed, and the opposing forces 
have charge of the Grand, the rivalry 
will, in al] probability, continue.

May Exist in Commer- 
cial Quantities. 


Representative Lever’s Amend- 
ment Providing for Explora- 
tion of Probable Sources In- 


dorsed by the Chief of Soil 
Bureau. 


Washington, February. 12.—(Special.) 
Before offering his amendment provid- 


ing for an appropriation of $12,500 for, 


an investigation and exploration of 
the probable sources of nitrate and 
potash in this country, Representative 
Lever, of South Carolfna, consulted 
with William Whitney, ohief of the 
bureau of soil surveys of the United 
States department of agriculture, and 
Was encouraged by Mr. Whitney to 
proceeq with his plan. 


' Mr. Whitney believes that the funds 


provided by congress to enable the de- 
partment of agriculture to prospect for 
deposits of potash and nitrates, and to 
make laboratory investigations to dis- 
cover means to separate potash from 
deposits of alunite and leucite, may re- 
‘sult in discoveries of value. 

He says that workable deposits of 
potash salts probably exist in the 
desert basins of arid regions, in the 
brines of salt ang wells, and in certain 
rocks and minerals. 

The importance of discovering home 
deposits of potash ang nitrates is em- 
Phasized by the controversy with Ger- 
Many over the tax placed on the ex- 
ports of potash from that country fo 
America. The United States uses an- 
nually $120,000,000 worth of commer- 
cia] fertilizers, about 80 per cent of 
which is consumed in the south, Geor- 
gia and the Carolinas being the largest 
consumers. Of this vast sum potash 
represents about one-fifteenth the total 
cost. 

Commercial fertilizers are composed 
of certain proportions of nitrogen. 
Phosphoric acid and potash. The bulk 
of the nitrogen comes from Chile: and 
practically all the potash, about 250,000 
tons, from Stassfurt, Germany, which 
latter country has a monopoly on the 
production of potash salts. 

Three Possible Sources of Potash. 

In Mr. Whitney’s lette rhe savs: 

“Of the possible sources of potash in 
commercial quantities in this country, 


“three now seem worthy of considera- 


tion, although scientific inquiry may 
develop others as time goes on. It is 
possible that workable deposits of pot- 
ash salts exist in the desert basins of 
arid regions. Deposits of alunite, a 
mixed sulphate of potash and alumina 
are known, and considerable deposits 
of leucite, a potash silicate, have been 
reported in such regions which could 
reasonably be expected to lead to the 
formation of deposits of soluble potash 
salts. Field explorations by a chem- 
ist for the existence of sucb deposits 


., and laboratory investigation of meth- 
ods for the isolation of the valuable 


constituents, are much needed and 
would rove valuable for the interests 
of this country. 

“A second possible source of potash 
salts is in the brines of our salt wells. 
Many of these brines are Known to 


* carry potash, but whether in workabie 


amounts, is not known. A field inspec- 
tion of these salt wells is eminently 
desirable, and the laboratory investiza- 
tions referred to above are as neces- 
sary in this case. 

“A third possible source of potasi is 
im our potash bearing rocks and muin- 
erals. Certain feldspars and other min- 
erals like leucite contain relatively 
large percentages of potash which can 
be extracted by laboratory methods, 
which are at present of doubtful prac- 
ticability on a commercial scale. 
Further investigation of this source of 
potash and methods for extracting it 
are eminently desirable, and could very 
well be prosecuted by governmental 
agencies in the interests of the people- 
at-large.”

For the purpose of giving liberty to 
Charles Pendleton, an Atlanta boy, con- 
victed in the Philippines on the charge 
of killing a native, a mass meeting 
will be held at the Fifth regiment arm- 
ory at 8:30 o’clock tonight, to which 
all former and present members of the 
Atlanta Grays, Company K, Fifth reg- 
iment, cadets of the Georgia Military 
academy, former and present officers 
and members of the Fifth regiment and 
friends generally of Mr. Pendleton are 
invited to attend. 

The call for the meeting is issued 
by William C. Massey, former captain 
of the Atlanta Grays. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“All former and present members of 
the Atlanta Grays, Company K, Fifth 
regiment, cadets of the Georgia Mili- 
tary institute (Edgewood) of 1895-96, 
former and present officers and mem- 
bers of Fifth regiment and friends 
generally of Charles M. Pendleton, now 
in prison in Manila, under a seventeen- 
year sentence for alleged murder of 
a Pilipino, are requested to.meet at 
the quarters of Company K, in the 
Fifth regiment armory, on Monday, 
18th instant, at 8:30 p. m. 

“The time is auspicious for favor- 
able action by the proper authorities 
upon his application for pardon. After 
being released on bond some four

mettle. However, as grave doubts of 
his guilt are entertained, it is all the 
more incumbent upon us to act 
promptly and vigorously. 

“By co-operating with the efforts of 
others, notably of the Seventy-first 
New York nationa] guard, with whom 
he fought at San Juan, Cuba, and 
other powerful friends both in the 
states and the islands, we may be suc- 
cessful, 

“To give this splendid Atlanta boy

W STOCK MARKET 


Speculation Inclined to 
Halt and Take Stock. 


Outlook Not Entirely Hopeful: 
in the Steel Trade--- Firm 
Tone in Foreign Exchange. 
Volume of Cotton Exports 

- Sustained. 


New York, February 12.—There was 
enough hesitation and irregularity in 
the action of the stock market last 
week to suggest that speculation was 
inclined to halt and take stock of what 
has been accomplished already towards 
placing prices on the new levels called 
for by changed conditions of affairs. 
At the same time there were occur- 
rences which served to admonish sen- 
timent of the limitations to be counted 
on in the rate of the improvement go- 
ing on. There was a recurrence in 
consequence of the opinions prevalent 
at the first of the yedr, that progress 
toward prosperity, while certain, was 
likely to be slow during the present 
year. « 

From Steel Trade Warnings Heard. 

From steel trade circles were heard 
warnings against too sangufne expec- 
tations of the further growth of de- 
mand. The January improvement in- 
dicated by the showing of unfilled or- 
ders on hand with thé United States 
Steel Corporation on February 1 was 
accepted as confinmatory of the bet- 
terment outlined by the chairman of 
the board the week before. This in- 
formation, having been public prop- 
erty for that length of time, has been 
made the basis of speculative action in 
the market already. The unfavorable 
statistics of the Copper Producers’ As- 
sociation, owing to the sympathetic 
influences Hable to be felt between 
the metal trades, added to a feeling of 
conservation in the steel trade. On the 
side of the money market, the season- 
able waning of the influx of funds 
from interior markets to reserve cen- 
ters’ showed that the most favorable 
period for flotation for new capital 
issues might be regarded as passing. 

Important Financing Remains. 

Much important financing is known 

to remain. The limitations to be de- 


ital therefore came up for renewed 
consideration. coupled with realization 
of steps accomplished in that field 
since the favorable turn in conditions 
with the new year. A firm tone in for- 
eign exchange was attributed to plac- 
ing of New York credits abroad in 
compliance with the more favorable 
rates offered there. Part of these 
credit resources were employed by for- 
eigners to secure holdings of capital 
issues Offered nere. These transactions 
provide a potential source for deferred 
benefits to the New York money mar- 
ket. 

Volume of Cotton Exports Sustained. 

Sustained volume of cotton exports 
was shown by the government figures 
for January and pave the way for an- 
other foreign trade return favorable to 
the New York money market. 

Export demand for cotton has not 
availed to hold the price of that com- 
modity in face of the growing con- 
vietion of the size of the crop. A rise | 
of 15 points in The London Econo- 
mizver’s index number of average com- 
modity prices on February 1 in con- 
nection with declining commodity 
prices in the United States has a bear- 
ing on the adjustment in progress of 
the abnormal] trade movements and yn-

DR. WILLIAM H. MAXWELL, 
superintendent New York city 
schools, says: 


‘‘Physical and manual training are 
more important in the schools than 
mathematics and languages.’’ 


The public schools should have for 
their end and aim the preparation of 
the pupil for life and not for college. 
Principals of most of the high schools 
recognize the necessity at an early 
date of a change in their curriculum, 
so that a graduate will not find him- 
self at the end of his course, in the 
middle of things, as 1t were, fitted to 
enter college perhaps, but without a 
training that will help in a life of 
business. Statistics show that only 
one out of about a score of high- 
school graduates enter college. The 
present protest is that high schools 
seem to be maintained for that one, 
to the detriment of the other n'ne- 
teen. 


According to DR. C. WARD 
CRAMPTON, ‘‘the physical training 
work in the schools is making eon- 
stant progress working ‘toward a 
more efficient discharge of its regu- 
lative functions and toward a bread, 
legitimate place in the school life as 
a fundamental factor in _ practical 
hygiene and the neuro-muscular basis 
of all education.”’ 


The work was doubled when folk- 
plays, dances, and athletics were in- 
troduced, but these innovations also 
doubled the efficiency, it is believed, 
making a marked improvement in the 
physique and general health of the 
pupils. 

Under the head of phvsiea!l train- 
ing also comes the treatment of stam- 
mering and stuttering children, for 
which classes are provided. Phrvsi- 
cal examinations are made in the 
schools, and defective teeth, eyesight, 
deformities, and heart trouble are 
frequently discovered in time to be 
susceptible of remedv and cure. It 
may be remembered that it was only 
last spring that Dr. Maxwell made a 
rule that elementary school pupils 
must pass a certain phvsical as well 
as academic examination in order to 
receive graduation papers.

The famous missionary hymn, “From

Development of South to Be 

Fully Set Forth---Taft, Roose- 
velt and Woodrow Wilson 
Among National Figures to 
Take Part. 


Typifying a new union of the states 
of the south, which ust fifty years ago 
were uniting for a struggle of arms, 
the third annual meeting of the South- 
ern Commercial Congress, in Atlanta. 
March 8 9 and 10, arrangements for 
which have almost been completed by 
the executive cOmmittee at its head- 
quarters in Washington, will stand 
fort’ prominently in pointing out the 
south’s physical recovery and demon- 
strating its importance to the nation. 
While industrial, commercial and agri- 
cultural progress and‘ possibilities of 
the south will stand pre-eminently 
throughout the sessions, solidification 
of the north and the south in the de- 
velopment of the nation will be set 
forth as never before. 

Distinguished Speakers on Program. 

The program will bring together 
men from all walks of life, many of 
them with national and international 
reputation, in order that every phase 
of the south and its resources may get 
full treatment. Such national political 
figures as* President Taft, Colonel 
Roosevelt, Governor Woodrow Wilson, 
Secretary Dickinson and Secretary 
James Wilson will speak. Among the 
national business figures who - will 
speak are George Westinghouse, of 
Pittsburg: George W. Perkins, of New 
York; Edward Haynes, of Chicago, and 
William G. McAdoo, of New York.

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HOUSE. INCREASE 


GUSTS GREAT SU 


Million DollarsAnnually 
for 42 New Members. 


This Does Not Include Cost of 
Sending Seeds and Horse 
Books---How the House Com- 
pares With That of Other 
Nations. 


Washington, February 12.—(Special.) 
It is generally accepted that the sen- 
ate will readily agree to the passage 
of the Crumpacker apportionment bill, 
adopted by the house on Thursday, 
Which will provide for a house mem- 
bership of 433 after March 3, 1913 

Allowing one representative in the 
lower house to Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, when they are admitted to the 
union the total membership of 
the house of representatives in the 
sixty-third congress will be 4535. 

Even a house of this size will not be 
as large as the deliberative bodies of 
several foreign governments. Four of 
the parliaments of leading world pow- 
ers are smaller in size than the Amer- 
ican house, and five foreign legislative 
bodies are larger, as shown by the 
following table;

The British house of commons has a 
larger membership than any other par- 
liament of the world, but this body 
legislates for the whole British people, 
since there are no local legislatures. 
Then there are no municipal govern- 
ments, and parliament ‘Tegislates for 
all the municipalities of England, 
Scotland and Ireland. 

In 1789, when there were only thir- 
teen states, the lower house numbered 
65 members, and the ratio of appor- 
tionment was one representative to 
each 36,000 of population. In the 120 
years that have elapsed since then the 
house has expanded after each census, 
except following that of 1840. when 
the membership was decreased from 
240 to 233, and did not mount above 
240 again until 1860. The growth of 
the lower house as recorded by years, 
number of state and ratio of appor- 
tionment, fcllows:

“In all legislative assemblies. the 
greater the number composing 
them may be, the fewer will be 
the men who will in fact 
direct their proceedings. In the first 
place, the more numerous an assembly 
may be, of whatever characters com- 
posed, the greater is Known to be the 
ascendancy of passion over reason. In 
the next place, the larger the number, 
the greater will be the proportion of 
members of limited information and of 
weak capacities. The more 
multitudinous a representative assem- 
bly may be rendered, the more it will 
partake of the infirmities incident to 
collective meetings of the péople Ig- 
norancée will be the dupe of cunning, 
and passion the slave of sophistry and 
deciamation.’”’ 

Cost of Increased Membership. 

The statisticians of the house have 
been busy computing the probable cost 
of the inerease in membership, and 
place at $1,000,000 a year. The in- 
crease in salaries for 42 new members 
would amount to $315,000; while 42 
new secretaries, at a salary of $1,500 a 
year each, would amount to $63,000; 
extra stationery allowance would come 
to $5,250; mileage to $235,000. The in- 
creased cost of extending the franking 
privilege is estimated a from $250,000 
to $290,900. 

This does not include the cost of 
printing additional bills and expensive 
public documents to satisfy so many 
new mémbers; nor make any allowance 
for the industry and tngenuity of the 
new members in sending out garden 
seed, horse books, and in finding other 
ways to induce congress to appropriate 
money. 

When it comes to distributing seed, 
it was agreed that it would be more 
difficult for a membér to “represent,” 
say, 400,600 constituents than to repre- 
sent 200,000. 

But the regular republican organiza- 
tion in the house wag voted down, the 
action of the republican caucus over- 
turned, and the house will be increased, 
provided the senate agrees to let the 
house have its own way. In this event, 
there is no question but that the plan 
of seating members and the interior 
arrangement of the hall of the house 
will be changed. Plans having this 
purpose have been discussed for the 
past year, in view of the probability of 
the house being enlarged after this 
year’s census. 

Clark’s Objection. 

In his address to the house on the 
reapportionment bill, Champ Clark, 
who will be the next speaker, said the 
trouble about keeping order in the 
house was not because of the size of 
the membérship, but the size of the 
hall.. This probably means that within 
the next two years benchés like those 
in use in the house of commons will be 
installed in the house, and the com- 
fortable individual chairs and desks of 
members taken away. This being done 
Mr. Clark feels there will be no trouble 
about making the house membership 
behave like a Sunday school class.

Montgomery, Ala. February 12.— 


There ig some doubt of the passage of 
the local option bill this week. It ean 
be jammed through. the local option- 
ists say, but it will be at the cost of 
certain measures of equal importance 
to the state-at-large. 

It is understood that the revenué 
clause is the main obstacle to the local 
option bill. The state treasury faces 4 
deficit of from $500,000 to $750,000, and 
the only way this can be met is by in- 
creased taxation. The framers of the 
revenue bill, now before the legisia- 
ture, have put in several items that are 
said to be obdjecticnable to the corpora- 


tions. 

They will largely increase the state's 
revenue should the bill pass in its 
present shape. It is stated that the 
corporations are resisting the enact- 
ment of these sections of the bill, and 
it is thought that they can form cer- 
tain combinations in the senate titat 
will either beat the Parks’ local option 
bill or the revenue and other important 
measures. . 

Dispensary Plan Meets Favor. 

Senator Moody, of Tuscaloosa, known 
as the “Father of temperance in Ala- 
bama,” favors his dispensary bill over 
the Parks bill, and other local option- 
ists are said to agree with him. These 
men, with the prohibitionists and 
those senators who are friendly to cor- 
porations, form the force said to be 
opposing the Parks bill. 

Efforts are being made to reconcile 
the differences in favor of the Parks 
bill, and there Ys said to be on foot a 
movement to raise the taxes on lands 
to meet the deficit. The Comer legisla- 
ture elevated the taxes on corporations 
as high as the corporations say they 
can stand, and they want lower rates.

RAINS IN TEXAS 
HELP THE BEANS 


Situation in Far East 


* Closely Watched. 


On Opening of the Market, 
What Has Happened in Tex- 
as Will Be Taken Into Ac- 
count -- Weather Certain to 
Affect the Market. 


New Orleans, February 12.—The cot- 
ton market this week will not open 
until Tuesday morning. On the Open- 
ing the market on this side of the 
water will have to discount what has 
happened in Texas, in the way of 
weather; and also will have to con- 
sider what the Liverpool market has 
done during the time the American 
markets were closed. With weather 
conditions as they were in Texas at 
the close of the five days of trading 
last week, there were big possibilities 
for the next three days. It may be that 
weather developments will be such 
that the market will be moved strong- 
ly when it opens. 

No more effective weapon than rains 
in Texas could be given the bears this 
week. Rain in the drouth district would 
probably affect the old crop positions 
quit as much as they would the new, 
because Texas supplies the early 
movement, and if the possibilities of 
an early movement are normal, then 
July and August will quickly feel them 
and the other old crop months will 
fluctuate in sympathy. 

Situation in Far East Watched. 

The situation in the Far East will 
be watched closely this week, for it 
will be time for the plague and famine 
in the Oriental countries to have some 
effect on the Manchester market if 
they are going to be of tnfluence at 
all. The outlook at the end of last 
week was for an improvement in the 
Plague situation, and i¢ this materia!- 
izes and the relief work that is being 
done in behalf of China has any ma- 
terial results, the bears will be minus 
a couple of arguments that have been 
rather weighty of late. 

The bulls will probably céntinue 
their waiting attitude this week. at 
least there appears to be nothing to 
stir them into activity.

Until the March shipments are 
out of the way, it is reasonable to look 
for comparatively large into-sight fic- 
ures, and such figures have been and 
probably will continue to be of great 
use to bear operators.

Know what a given amount of each of 
several fertilizer ingredients mixed to- 
gether would analyze. I am also fre- 
quently asked how much of each of 
three or more ingredients would be re- 
quired in order to secure a mixture 
that will give a particular analysis. 
ese two problems practically involve 
‘the “arithmetic” of fertilizer formula- 
tion; and the simple methods used in 
arriving at the answers will doubtless 
be interesting and instructive to many 
readers. I, therefore, will try to ex- 
plain the same by giving the two ques- 
tions as just received in a letter, and 
my solution of the same as actually 
given in reply to the said letter: 
. C1) “Il want to mix 700 pounds of 16 
per cent acid phosphate, 1,000 pounds of 
cotton seed meal (high grade), and 300 
pounds of muriate of potash (50 per 
cent), the whole amounting to one ton, 
or 2,000 pounds. Now what would 
such a mixture analyze?” 

Answer: Proceed as follows in the 
table further on. Remember that “per 
cent”, means by the hundred, or so 
much in a 100 pounds. For instance, 
“acid phosphate (14 per cent)’’ means 
that every 100 pounds, or hundred 
weight (cwt.) of the acid phosphate 
contains 16 pounds of available phos- 
phoric acid. Acid phosphate (16 per 
cent), means that there are 16 pounds 
of available phosphoric acid in every 
100 pounds, or hundredweight, and so 
on, “Acid and potash 10—4" means 
that in every 100 pounds of the stuff 
there are 10 pounds of available phos- 
phate acid agd 4 pounds of potash. 
“High-grade” cotton seed meal is 
usually estimated to analyze about 2's 
—J—144; that is, 100 pounds of such 
meal contains 2'¢ pounds of average 
phosphoric acid, 7 pounds of nitrogen 
and 114 pounds of potash. Nitrate of 
soda contains about 15% (15.75) per

“I recognize the need of prisons,” 
said the ex-convict later on, “but I 
plead for more humanity in the hearts 
of the people toward those who have 
fallen by the way.” 

“The spirit of Christ in the form of 
sympathetic humanity can do more to 
reform and transform a man than al! 
the prisons have done. And there 
is need for a change somewhere. 

Manufacturing Derelicts. 

“When social conditions ane manu- 
facturing derelicts by the wholesale. 
society ought to do something to raise 
these derelicts. But is society doing 
anything? What ifs each of you as an 
individual doing to help that man who 
has served his sentence and who like 
I was is searching for the man with 
a heart big enough to give him his 
chance again?’’ 

in suggesting the needed reforms 
Mr. Bernhardt said: “What we need 
most of all is a broad sympathy for 
the unfortunate ones. 

“Next the courts of justice should 
investigate more thoroughly the causes 
leading up to a crime, should ascertain 
the facts in a man’s life to know 
whether he was truly responsible; there 
should be discrimination between crim- 
inals and first offenders for the lat- 
ter are rarely criminals until after 
they have gone through the prisoner's 
experience; there shauid be in every 
criminal court a competent physician 
and psychologist whose duty it would 
be to determine whether or not the 
ee be really culpable and respon- 
sible. 

“The responsible criminal should be 
punished; the weak offender should be 
helped. 

“One way to help the latter would 
be through the enactment of a pro- 
bation law which allows the judge the 
power of discrimination in sentencing 
and which provides for men and wom- 
en probation officers. 

The Probation System. 

“The probation law would accom- 
plish what the prisons have never even 
demanded, much less accomplished— 
reform. The offender on probation 
would be responsible to t court for 
his every action; he would transgress 
under penalty of being forced to serve 
the sentence which is being held in 
abeyance; he would be compelled to 
support his family, to keep away from 
the saloons, the gambling hells, and 
such other places; a man would be 
made, and the state saved the expense 
of repeatedly caring for a crimina] 
And this is not theory merely; it has 
been successfully tried.”’ 

The entire lecture was iniensely in- 
teresting. It was given under the 
auspices of the Atlanta Prison Reform 
Society. Every seat on the first floor 
of the Grand was taken, a large num- 
ber were standing in the rear and the 
galleries were wfrowded. Many en- 
rolled themselves as members of the 
Prison Reform Soclety at the close of 
the ex-convict’s talk. 


Plawue Has Been Checked. 


London, February 13.—A special dis. 
patch from Tien-Tsin says that Dr. 
Peck, an American physician, who has 
just returned from a tour of the dis- 
trict between Shanghai and Kwan and 
Mukden, reports that the plague has 
been checked, and is not spreading in 
north China. He fears, however, an 
epidemic of bubonic plague during the 
spring.
